TWO MONTHS' EXPERIENCE OF 
AN ORACLE. 



Odo of tho peculiarities of tlio ancient 
oracles was tlioir ambiguity. When a cer- 
tain monarch, on the ove of haltlo with a 
powcrlul nation, eor.Riilleil his oracular deity 
as to tlio rosults of the conilicl, he wbb told 
that a great nation would lull. Tho vanity 
of tho questioned led him to interpret the pre- 
diction to his own ospccial advantage, and 
ho concluded that his onemy was about 10 
be doliverod into his hands. When, how- 
over, tho opposilo result took placo, and be 
beoamo thu conquered in3toad of tho con- 
quoror, he was wrathful with tlio oracle, und 
attributed his misfortune to its false assur- 
ance. The oracla, however, proved i lap 1 f ri 14 b t ; 
for a groat nation did (all, although, unhap- 
pily for tho superstitious monarch, it was bis 
own. Our morning contemporary, it would 
soeni, is guidod by n similar ambiguous 
deity, and in consequence has fallen into sad 
iniBfortunCB. The people of Victoria demand 
the foreiblo removal ot the Church Reserve 
fences, nnd tho Chronicle Oracle says, " Don'l 
go to law for tho Bishop can buy you all 
up !" The people of course don't go to law 
— not exactly becatiso tho Bishop lias got 
roouoy, but because thoy ara determined to 
force his lordship into the initiative, and our 
morning contemporary, with a scream of solf- 
eatiofaction, im-iBts that they have done just 
"as wo suggested." In older to clear up 
certain matters which appeared misty to the 
City Council, that body applies to counsel 
for legal opinion, and tho Chronicle, conclud 
ing that the Council is thus goiug to law, a! 
once suggests tho idea of carrying the cai-e 
into oourt, and again vociferates that the 
thing is to bo done "just as we suggested.' 
Tho Council, however, with the old deter- 
mination, as expressed by the inhabitants at 
tho public meeting, of compelling the Bishop 
to lake the initiative, are not anxious lor 
legal martyrdom, and call for a subscription 
to have tho fences removed. This step the 
orucle considers as couoltisive evidence of 
the preliminary preparation of engaging legal 
champions, and onco more oongmtclales 
itself on understanding public opinion, ami 
compelling the citizens to adopt tbc course 
which " it suggested." When, however, it 
discovers that the money is not (or the law- 
yer but for the fence-rcmoTer, it is no way 
discomfited, but waitiug until the injunction 
is served upon the Council, again pats itaell 
opou the head for discovering that tho matter 
is at last to bo placed in a court of law, and 
that its excessive, zeal for order is at length 
being appreciated. With a frantic flourish 
of trumpets it screams louder and more soif- 
laudatory than ever, " just as wo suggested.' 
Tho injunciion, however, becomes fruitless, 
and while tho oracular ory is frush on the 
morning air, tho lencos aro taken down. We 
believe that the last blow would hare floored 
the Delphic oracle in its most triumphant 
days, but our contemporary is made of elastic 
Stuff, and it manages to find oven in this mat 
ter something douo by somebody that cor- 
responds with "just what wo suggested." 
On Friday, the very morning 011 which the 
fences woro torn down, the amusing self lau- 
dation is thus kept up. " Trio UolonuiT," 
sayB the oracle, " could not got up an excite- 
ment ou the question of the title of the 
Church trustees, Dor get the fences torn down 
in the Donnybrook style, for /he body "f tin 
public Itantd Inwards the opinion of tin 
Chronicle, that the title wan valid in law." 
One would have thought that by this time it 
would have got fairly sickened with its un- 
fortunate predictions and self glorification. 
Not so, however ; the very next day it turns 
the worst of all its disappointment) nnd blun- 
ders to good account. " Wo expressed the 
opinion," it says, " that tho Council would 
not conduct this uflair, with credit or profit 
10 themselves or the city. To-day our words 
coma true." Talk ol the "irrepressible 
negro" after this. Why a vury mountain ol 
dead-weight would not keep down such an 
clastic spirit. We have now arrived lit the 
climax. In yesterday morning's issue wu 
nro told that application is abont to bo made 
to restrain lha Bishop from " re-ureeling the 
fences." " This is going the right way to 
work," says our legal contemporary, "After 
blustering and bullying and behaving like 
rowdies" | the day before they were a 
sneaking, stealthy lot that shunned the 
face of day] " the Council have at last 
been compelled to appeal to the law, exactly 
uhatwe have all along mid Ihoy would have 
lo do in tho end." There nrc two or ihree 
things which make this sentence rather funny 
In the first place it is totally incorrect — the 
Council aro going to apply for no injunction , 
and in the second, to praise the action of the 
Council (or trying to restrain the llishop 
from ro-orecling^ tho fences looks very 
much like awarding credit to those 
who knocked them down, But as these 
parties are Btigmatizcd by the tame paper, for 
performing Ihiasorvioe, cowardly radians or 
Korno suoh appellation, we can only come to 
the conclusion that the ornole has added in- 
coneistonoy to ilB ambiguity and that 11 what 
wo have havo all along said" seems to bo as 
far from being followed out as ever. Our 
contemporary is exceedingly unfortunate in 
always being on the unpopular and therefore 
defeated 6ido ; but on this Church reserve 
question its unpopularity us well as its mis* 
forlunos would seem to have reached a clU 
mux. if anything in the world could show 
tho utter powerlossness of a public journal it 
would ho its last two months' experience ; 
for during all that time, nnd in tho midst of 
aaexottomont of more than ordinary inten- 
sity, wu do not boliovo a single one of its 
suggestions has been adopted, unless indeed 
wo can allude to thai suggestion which was 
given in its individual or private capacity 
to ihu police and which led to the astounding 
retails of the capture ol a City Councillor. 
Ho much for tho Dolphin oracle and " wlmt 
it suggested "

Accidental Drowning — On Wednesday 
last an enquiry wus hold in the Court room 
by u number of our most respectable towns- 
men, in tho abaonco of tho looal mngiatrato, 
into tho euuso of dcatii of ono Star tin, a sea- 
man belonging to the bark Carlottn, whoso 
body had been lound that morning in Mill' 
stone rivor. From tho cvidonce it nppoarod 
that doechsed and four other seamen were 
sont up the river with a scow to get a supply 
of water. When reaching n suitable piece 
for their purpose, Mnttyn was lauded lo make 
fast a lino, thoso on board procooding to 
moor ilia suow to a boom in tho river. That 
finished, thoy endeavored to reaoh the shore 
by moans ol Homo floating logs, iu whiah nt 
tempt one of them, named Peterson, was pre- 
cipitated into the water. Ho called on Mar- 
tyu to come to his assistanco, who essayed to 
do so, but treuding on a slippory log, ho also 
foil into the river. Thoy both managed to 
gnt Ihold of a plank, which turnod over with 
them, and poor Martyn snuk, and was seen 
no morb. Petersen with difficulty managed 
to keep oiloat until a line was thrown him, 
when he was hauled ashore in an exhausted 
state. The rost of tho party made every ef- 
fort to save their shipmate but without suc- 
cess.
